HONOR  ROLL  CHECKPOINTS 

✓  The  Rookie  of  the  Year  award  was  initiated  in  1947,  and  is  voted 
on  by  the  Baseball  Writers  Association  of  America  (BBWAA).  One 
award  winner  for  the  combined  major  leagues  was  selected  the  first 
two  years;  separate  selections  for  each  league  began  in  1949. 

✓  The  Most  Valuable  Player  (MVP)  for  the  American  League  began  in 
1922  (the  NL  MVP  began  in  1924).  The  selection  process  in  both 
leagues  was  originally  by  special  committee.  For  uncertain  reasons, 
no  AL  MVP  was  chosen  in  1929,  and  none  in  either  league  was  cho¬ 
sen  in  1930.  In  1931,  the  BBWAA  assumed  responsibility  for  voting. 
[A  precursor  to  the  MVP,  the  Chalmers  Award,  was  presented  from 
1911-1914  to  the  most  outstanding  player  in  each  league.] 

✓  From  1929-1945,  The  Sporting  News  had  its  own  award  —  also 
called  the  Most  Valuable  Player.  In  1944-1945,  The  Sporting  News 
awarded  both  an  MVP  and  Player  of  the  Year. 

✓  The  Cy  Young  Award  was  instituted  in  1956  to  recognize  the  best 
pitcher  in  baseball.  Voted  on  by  the  BBWAA,  one  award  winner  for 
the  combined  major  leagues  was  selected  through  1966.  Starting  in 
1967,  the  top  pitcher  in  each  league  was  awarded  the  honor. 

✓  The  Rawlings  Gold  Glove  Award©,  symbolic  of  fielding  excellence, 
was  introduced  in  1957.  In  that  first  season,  Rawlings  recognized  a 
combined  team  from  both  leagues.  Awards  were  presented  to  players 
in  each  league  starting  in  1958.  In  1965,  the  voting  body  became 
managers  and  coaches  —  who  may  not  select  players  from  their  own 
clubs.  Award  recipients  are  not  necessarily  players  with  the  highest 
fielding  percentage  at  their  positions. 

✓  The  Silver  Slugger  Award  —  initiated  in  1980  by  Hellerich  & 
Bradsby  and  chosen  by  The  Sporting  News  —  goes  to  the  player 
deemed  to  be  the  top  hitter  at  each  position  in  each  league.  There  is 
no  differentiation  among  the  outfield  positions. 

✓  The  All  Star  Game  Most  Valuable  Player  was  instituted  in  1962. 

✓  The  Hutch  Award,  was  instituted  in  1965  and  is  sponsored  by  the 
Fred  Hutchinson  Cancer  Research  Center  in  Seattle.  It  honors  the 
late  major  league  pitcher  and  manager  Fred  Hutchinson. 

✓  The  Fireman  of  the  Year  was  instituted  in  1960  by  The  Sporting 
News  to  recognize  the  most  effective  relief  pitcher  in  each  league. 

✓  The  Topps  Rookie  All  Star  Team  was  instituted  in  1959  and  is 
voted  on  by  the  respective  league  managers.
